Sgt. James F. Johnson will succeed 
David L. Nicoll as Andover’s police chief 
when the latter retires later this year. 

Johnson was notified this past week that 
he had passed the civil service 
promotional examination for chief ad- 
ministered in February. 

The police official was named ad- 
ministrative assistant in the department, 
a position created by Town Manager Jared 
S. A. Clark to provide for an orderly tran- 
sition to a new administrator. 

At the time, Clark indicated that if John- 
son passed the civil service examination, 
he would be named chief upon Chief 
Nicoll’s retirement. Nicoll will be retiring 
probably in the Fall. 

Announcement that Johnson had passed 
the exam and would be named chief was 
made during the presentation of the police 
department budget at town meeting last 
week. 

Clark said this week that the action now 
insures an orderly transition in ad- 
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overlap period during which Johnson will 
continue to serve as administrative assis- 
tant, will allow for changes consistent 
with the manner in which he wants to 
direct the law enforcement activities. 


Working with Chief Nicoll during this 
period will allow Johnson to work gradual- 
ly into the full administrative position, 
Clark said. 


Johnson, who resides with his wife, 
Kathleen and two children, Colleen and 
Kelly, at 8 Amherst Road, was appointed 
to the Andover police department in 
September, 1969. He was named sergeant 
in 1971, and has been serving as Andover’s 
Civil Defense director, in addition to his 
police duties. 


A graduate of Lawrence High School, he 
was awarded a B. S. degree in public ser- 
vice from Lowell University and is 
currently pursuing a master’s degree in 
public administration. He is a 1977 
graduate of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation National Academy.

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Building Permits Skyrocket 


Industrial construction valued at more 
than $13.5 million tops the list of building 
permits issued by the town during April. 

Raytheon Company took out a permit 
for a $5,886,900 missile assembly building 
at 350 Lowell St., while Polaroid Corp. on 
River Road received a permit for Phase II 
of its construction program , valued at $2,- 
333,333. Andover Savings Bank received a 
permit for a $5,005,000 addition to its Main 
Street facility, and Merrimac Mutual fire 
took out a $400,000 permit for an office ad- 
dition at 303 No. Main St. 

Fees collected by the building inspector 
include $19,661. from Raytheon, $9,000 
from Polaroid, $5,015 from the Andover 
Bank and $2,000 from Merrimac Mutual. 

Housing starts in May totalled $620,000 
and brought in $3,060 in fees, while ad- 
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ditions and alterations, excluding the in-. 


dustrial ones, totalled another $400,000 and 
more than $2,000 in fees.

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Water Issues Financed

Water — distributing it and collecting it 
— got $2 million for improvements 
through town meeting action Tuesday 
night. 

Voters approved a $1 million program to 
improve storm drainage systems 
throughout the town, accelerating an an- 
nual program of appropriating $100,000 to 
do the job piecemeal. They also gave ap- 
proval to $1 million worth of im- 
provements to the town’s water distribu- 
tion system. 

Mary J. Myers of the planning board 
said the $1 million storm drainage ap- 
propriation in a lump sum of what 
otherwise would be ten years’ allotment 
was more efficient than doing the project 
piecemeal. 

John J. Sullivan registered support of 
the FinCom for the proposal and said the 
new funding would help Andover get more 
for its money by buying now before infla- 
tion can have further effects. 


Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark said as 
far as he could tell the town wants im- 
proved storm drainage now. ‘‘Next to dog 
complaints and more recently garbage 
complaints, drainage i is the most frequent 
complaint I receive,”’ he said.

Moderator James D. Doherty declared 
there was no opposition. 

A $1 million improvement program to 
the water distribution system, 
recommended for completion by 1977 in 
the 1972 master plan, was approved by a 
vote of 285 to 29. 

The proposal got approval from the 
planning board and the FinCom, but ran 
into opposition from Sidney P. White and 
Karl Haartz. 

White, hearing that 70 percent of the 
cost of the project would be reimbursed 
from the increases in the water rate, said 
that by the time the bond was payed off, 
the townspeople would have paid $3 
million for the project. 


The upper limit on the bonding was set 
at $1,168,177.80. 

Haartz was opposed to the measure 
which will lay new mains or replace old 
ones on Osgood Street, Dascomb Road, 
Clark Road, Andover Street, Woburn 
Street, and Interstate 93. He suggested the 
selectmen withdraw the article and insert 
one which would replace the water mains 
which service High Plain Road where 
Haartz lives. 

According to Haartz, there are im- 
purities in the water there. ‘‘The principle 
cause is the town used inferior grade pipe 
in 1937,’ when the main was layed. 


DPW Director Robert E. McQuade said 
the impurities which occur there from 
time to time are caused by rust in the 
mains. He said the pipe selected in 1937 
was not rust-proofed, but any time a 
problem arose it could be solved by 
flushing ‘out the mains. 

There has been only one other complaint 
about the quality of water on High Plain 
Road besides Haartz’s, McQuade said. 

McQuade explained that the im- 
provements would reduce the pressure 
which the water treatment plant pump has 
to pump against to service water to the 
downtown and eastern sections of town, 
and could reduce fuel bills for the pumping 
Stations by $8000 per year. 

A new sewer for Lucerne Drive, Pine 
Street and Summer Street, approved at a 
cost not to exceed $270,000 was voted un- 
animously by town meeting. With the new 
sewer, problems with back-up should be 
avoided. 

Bonds in an amount not to exceed $100,- 
000 were approved by town meeting to pay 
for repairs to the sewer trunk line to the 
sanitary district plant which was damaged 


by flooding last January.

Kachen said the committee 
recommends the service because of rising 
fuel costs. It will be cheaper to commute 
by train than car, he said. 

Four to six new or refurbished trains 
will service Andover each day, he said, not 
the one morning and evening train which 
previously served the town. Cost to the 
town was estimated at $26,000 to $30,000. 
The committee asked to be authorized for 
$45,000 because of concern over the sub- 
sidyy level, Kachen said. 

Col. Joseph E. Cove spoke against the 
article, warning that costs estimated for 
service in 1968 were less than a quarter of 
the amount the town eventually paid for 
the first year of service then. “If history 
repeats itself, $45,000 this year will be 
$130,000 next year,’’ he said. He called the 
service a ‘‘a convenience for about 100 


commuters.”’ 

Thayer Warshaw, a member of the com- 
mittee, said the termination provision in 
the article would guard the town from go- 
ing over the $45,000. He said that between 
250 and 350 commuters from Andover will 
use the service, according to a survey 
done by the committee. Only 200 were 
necessary to make the plan economically 
feasible. 

Ervin Livingston, 96 Andover Street, 
said it would be like paying each com- 
muter $225 per year to have the town pay 
for the rail service. Warshaw said the ser- 
vice should be looked at as an investment 
to attract industry to the town. 

The planning board recommended ap- 
proval, indicating that rail service would 
increase property values and attract in- 
dustry. 

Frederick P. Fitzgerald of the FinCom

said the committee offered a consensus 
opinion in favor of the rail service ‘‘with 
muted enthusiasm.” 

“The bottom line on this, and there is a 
bottom line, is all red,” he said. ‘“‘The base 
is a heavily subsidized one.’’ 

He said that the arguments that higher 
gas prices will drive people to using mass 
transit may be faulty, citing $2-plus gas 
prices in western Europe and Israel. 


The small impact the $45,000 projected 
cost to Andover will have on the tax rate 
should not be overlooked, he said. Even if 
subsidized by the state, “‘it still comes out 
of our pockets,’’ he said. 

After careful consideration, the pros in 
the issue equalled the cons, Fitzgerald 
said. ‘‘Let’s not induce paralysis, let’s do 
something,”’ was his final advice to town 
meeting.

The article drew much debate from the 
floor of town meeting before it was passed 
350 to 36 and then by 345 to 15 on a recount. 


Sidney P. White favored the revaluation 
and said, ‘‘I don’t want you to pay my bills 
and I don’t want to pay yours. As we delay 
from month to month and year to year, it 
is costing the property owner out of 
pocket.”

Town meeting-goers, weary after four 
official sessions and one aborted one in 
just over a week, may have to return as 
early as June for a special town meeting 
on the secondary school building project.

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Pressuring Democracy 


Town meeting is supposed to be the truest form of 
democracy, as we have heard from time immemorial. 

It is hard to argue with the concept as it was original- 
ly devised to provide for the citizenry to determine their 
financial destiny as far as running their community is 
concerned. 

But Andover’s most recent exercise in the democratic 
process has once again displayed the glaring weakness 
of the system, succumbing once again to the efforts of 
pressure groups. 

Attendance, as is predictable, rises and falls with the 
issues facing the house, or with the interests of specific 
groups. 

Witness, for instance the effort of those interested in 
the town’s school system. 

They were out in good numbers for the enactment of a 
school budget and an effort which would have placed the 
town’s public school expenses at 8.2 per cent over last 
year’s costs. 

Only the provisions. contained in the tax cap legisla- 
tion prevented the supporters of a higher budget from 
winning, since a two-thirds vote of approval was re- 
quired. The school department had majority votes on all 
levels, but did not attain a two-thirds approval until 
they came down to 5.4 per cent. 

That piece of business out of the way, all those ad- 
vocates of greater educational expenses absented 
themselves from further business before the meeting. 
This resulted in adjourning the meeting for the 
remainder of last week and starting back on the agenda 
Monday night. Still the numbers were not there when 
the session reconvened Monday night. 

But, on Monday, another group appeared, with their . 
specific interests in mind — those with concerns about 
Shawsheen. 

Their efforts successfully prevented the sale of Car- 
dinal Cushing gymnasium and the construction of a new 
lodge at Recreation Park — an effort which is bound to 
be costly in the long run. 

By subjecting use of Cardinal Cushing gym to further 
study, as was voted Monday night, the town has 
probably won itself another facility to care for and 


maintain. 

Currently in a state of disrepair, any work done on the 
Shawsheen building by the town will be subject to 
meeting the stipulation of the architectural barriers 
bylaw, thus extensive work will be necessary in the long 
run. 

Since sale of the building to one of Andover’s cor- 
porate good neighbors — the Andover Companies — was 
to determine the fate of reconstruction of the Recrea- 
tion Lodge, putting the item into a study with no sale 
pending denied funds for the new building. 

The Rec. Lodge rebuilding proposal was ultimately 
lost due to failure to obtain a two-thirds vote for the fun- 
ding. 

Shawsheen residents are rightfully proud of their sec- 
tion of the community. They haved worked hard to 
preserve its village charm and constantly remind ad- 
ministrators of the importance of such things as safety, 
maintaining zoning laws and other matters of concern 
to the area. 

Monday’s action would seem to portray a feeling of 
self-interest, rather than taking into consideration the 
benefits of the community as a whole. 

If sold, the Andover companies would have used the 
Shawsheen building for a quiet storage facility, few 
employees and no parking problems. 

Now, the town has an additional piece of real estate, 
and no lodge, which before it burned last summer, was 
a most useful facility toa number of town groups, who 
paid token fees for its use. 

We trust that when and if the town funds the 
necessary repairs to keep Cardinal Cushing gymnasium 
a useful facility, its Shawsheen neighbors will not be 
seeking relief from the traffic, parking and potential 

noise problems which will follow. 

We cite these examples to arouse the annual question 
of whether the town meeting, ir. .nodern times, really 
works in the best interests of efficient municipal ad- 
ministration. 

It seems to become more obvious, with each passing 
session, that the system may be well, but the pressure 
is becoming to much to bear.

House Report Finds State Dept. 
Didn’t Warn Ryan Re: Jonestown 


WASHINGTON — The 
world will not soon forget 
the mass suicide of 900 
men, women and children 
in Jonestown, Guyana, last 
November. They drank 
poisoned punch after some 
members of the cult killed 
Rep. Leo Ryan, D-Calif., in 
cold blood. 

Immediately afterward, 
we reported that the State 
Department had _ been 
forewarned about the dan- 
gers in Jonestown and had 
failed to warn Congress- 
man Ryan. 

The House International 
Relations Committee or- 
dered an_ investigation, 
which has now been com- 
pleted. A draft report has 
been written in_ strict 
secrecy. All copies are 
locked in a safe each night, 
but our sources have told 
us what the report reveals. 

It confirms that the State 
Department received ad- 
vance warnings of mass 
suicide. In fact, the depart- 
ment was bombarded with 
complaints about the ter- 
rors of Jonestown. The 
complaints came from 
American citizens who 
were pleading for help, but 
the department never 
bothered to investigate 
their allegations. 

The House report will 
also accuse the State De- 
partment of failing to warn 
Ryan of the Jonestown 
danger, just as we re- 
ported six months ago. The 
document will spell out in 
tragic detail how much the 
State Department knew 
about Jonestown and how 
little they told Ryan.

Coke Confrontation: We 
recently spoke -to Israel 
Marquez, a labor leader 
who is battling a Coca-Cola 
franchise in Guatemala. 
He has had three narrow 
escapes from hired assas- 
sins and his name is still at 
the top of a death list 
drawn up by anti-union 
forces. 

A week ago, Marquez 
dramatically confronted 
officials of the Coca-Cola 
company at its annual 
shareholders’ meeting. 
The company has denied 
any part in the violence in 
Guatemala. But the 
franchise in Guatemala 
City is controlled by a 
bottling company that is 
fighting Marquez’ union. 

The bottling company, in 
turn, is American-owned 
and it distributes roughly 
half of the cola products 
sold in Guatemala City. It 
employs 150 workers, 90 
percent of whom belong to 
the union. 

The union’s financial 
secretary was shot down 
last December. Another 
union official barely es- 
caped an assassination at- 
tempt and fled the country. 
Just last month, two men 
on a motorcycle ran down 
a union organizer. They 
beat him with an iron pipe, 
stabbed him 15 times and 
slit his throat from ear to 
ear.

said it was used at least 300 days a year. 

It was explained to town meeting that 
the Shawsheen building was in need of con- 
siderable repair. The roof is badly in need 
of attention and considerable interior 
work would be required simply to keep the 
structure from further deterioration. 
DPW Director Bob McQuade said the roof 
is so bad rain pours onto the gym floor and 
out the back door. 

Also, since it would be a public building, 
any work done on the building now will 
require conformance with the architec- 
tural barriers law, which requires 
removal of any hindrances to the han- 
dicapped. 

Town Manager Jared S. A. Clark looked 
upon the action as being somewhat incon- 
sistent with the overall tenor of town 
meeting, which was economy-minded and 
tax-cap oriented. 

He said it did not seem logical to expand 
facilities (retaining the gym) while drop- 
ping other facilities or services. Also, he 
said, the town may no longer have a 
customer for the building, or one which 
would use it solely for storage. 

He said there seemed to be a message 
from town meeting for increased com- 
munity services, as evidenced by cutting 
the revolving fund earlier in budget adop-

tion, and in the retention of the gym 
building. 

“It could be the desire to protect 
Shawsheen Village, recognition of the 
energy crisis requiring more recreational 
services at home, or consideration that 
renovation of a 9,000 square foot building 
in Shawsheen is less expensive than 
rebuilding of Rec Lodge,’’ Clark said in 
viewing the action. 

The manager said the selectmen acted 
properly in withdrawing of the lodge fun- 
ding article, based on the intent to use 
funds from the sale of the gym. 

He felt it would take a little time to dis- 
cern just what it is the people want to do, 
in view of some inconsistencies such as 
closing school facilities while reopening’ 
town buildings. 

Clark added that the town does not have 
any money to put into the Shawsheen 
building, but will attempt to do some work 
to prevent further deterioration. 

He also indicated that following study, 
the town would probably be faced with the 
issue again in October. 

Monday night, James Sellars of the 
Friends of Shawsheen, said there was no 
big hurry to sell the building, and added 
that possible uses had not been studied suf- 
ficiently. 

Clark said that the community services 
department had looked into use of the 
building but found the lack of sufficient 
parking made its use not advantageous.

The manager also commented on the 
repairs needed at the gym and said that 
the Andover Companies would probably 
pay $75,000 for the structure. 

It-was also pointed out that the building 
was acquired as part of the Sacred Heart 
parcel. The town was specifically in- 
terested in the acquisition of the 
playfields, but took the gym as part of the 


total package, it was explained. 

David Stafford, 37 Lowell St., amended 
the sale article to put the matter back onto 
a study to be made by a five-member com- 
mittee appointed by the manager. 

With 234 voters favoring the study and 
208 opposed, the gym was retained as 
municipal building for the time being.
